I have read wit!) interest Mr. Q ay’s 
articles and suggestions on the disease 
that threatens tiie orange and lemon 
industry of California, and am de­ 
lighted and pleased that an intelligent 
gentleman lias the time, patriotism, 
patience and industry to devote to thio 
subject. 
The charm ing, profitable, 
agreeable and buinanitizing pursuit 
of tree and plant culture, particularly 
those of the semi-tropical variety in 
California, is threatened with utter 
annihilation, and if Mr. Gay has dis­ 
covered the cause und the cure he is 
entitled to the gratitude of the people 
of California, particularly those of 
the valley of Los Angeles, whose 
genial and 
uniform 
climate aud 
wonderfully fertile 
and 
generous 
soil renders it a peculiar home for those 
plants, m any degrees N orth of these 
isothermal lines pointed out to us for 
the 
development of them ; iudeed 
Mr. Gay should be awarded a gift 
by the Legislature of $10,01)0 or a pen­ 
sion. I have at intervals examined 
the roots of my trees and have failed 
to discover the minute destroyer. Yet 
my trees are diseased. I have watched 
them at every stage. 
A t the opening 
of 
Spring 
I find a m inute gnat 
buzzing around the orange, the lemon 
and lime, the oleander and rose bush, 
and carefully avoiding the apple, pear 
and the hardy Northern plants. 
I 
have followed them up, and found 
them nt work within the leaf, deposit­ 
ing their eggs. The tender leaf soon 
curls and the young shoots are utterly 
eaten up with (lie young verm in,soon 
hatched into life troin these eggs by 
the warm sun. This little fly to the 
naked eye looks like a small Summer 
evening gnat in the Middle States. 
W hen examined by a magnifying 
glass is found it to be about twice the 
size of a mosquito with dark body 
and with two white wings, a pro­ 
boscis like a mosquito with numerous 
flexible and long joiuted, sectioned 
legs. 
You can see the deposit of eggs 
and the various shapes the insect as­ 
sumes from the deposit of egg to the ra­ 
pid incubation and disgusting louse­ 
like form before it gets wings. This fly 
must he the creature that deposits the 
eggs at a later season and envelops the 
deposit with a mucous gum which we 
call the scale bug. In taking oft'this 
scale in the Fall, you find the envelope 
full of yellowish brown eggs. 
Each 
envelope has from 25 to 30 eggs. If not 
examined w’ith a magnifying glass 
they fall out of the envelope like dust. 
When the tree or plant is afflicted, 
the leaves of the tree become black, 
the respiration of the tree is impaired, 
the bark of t lie trunk and limbs in­ 
stead of being able to peiform their 
functions in carrying up the life-blood 
to the lungs for oxygenation, are pre­ 
vented by an unhealthy exudation, 
which they are unable lo Hi row off. 
It settles on the surface and assumes 
a black fungus form. The result is de­ 
cay, the fruit few and small, and the 
days «if these long-lived, orange treee 
are numbered. 
Rich manuring is a 
partial relief. 
It stimulates vigorous 
secretion and flow of sap, which throws 
off partially the pest, but it is only 
partial ami to continue the remedy 
will result injuriously. 
W hen I ar­ 
rived here in 1830 and for many years 
after, the trunk of the orange tree was 
as green ami healthy as the leaf. The 
•lisease lias not readied the Cucamon­ 
go or Uumulas Ranch (Mr, Del Val­ 
le’s) and the curious can still see the 
same condition existing there. 
Soap, ashes, water and brush will 
do much but the remedy is tiresome 
and expensive. 
An infusion of quas­ 
sia sprinkled on a floor will kill the 
housefly instantly. 
The quassia is a 
gentle tonic to the higher organiza­ 
tion of animal Ife, while to (he fly it 
is a violent stimulus that produces in­ 
stant death. The quassia is cheap; a 
pound of it would make a barrel of a 
decoction, and C 'st perhaps 25 cents. 
But I believe that we have the reme­ 
dy at home. A decoction of the leaves 
or the Eucalyptus will answer every 
purpose. This little fly seeks for sweet 
scented aud sweet la-ting plants. 
Sprinkle (lie trees with this decoction 
ami besides killing the insect it will 
give a taste and odor that will disgust 
the little hut fearful pest. 
We should 
all experiment and give our results to 
the public. 
A sy-teruutic raid on this 
insect wiiether it be at the root or the 
branch, will result in great good.

It Cries Wolf. 


For the past year the Express has 
advocated a certain class of “honest” 
men in our city through evil as well 
as good repute,iu season and out. It has 
besides yelped “Ring” all this time 
at the highest pitch of its voice. 
The 
H e r a l d ’s exposure of these 
“honest” men has shown the people 
that either the judgment or the hou­ 
esty of our neighbor is sadly out of 
joint. The persistent cry of wolf where 
there was no wolf excited no more 
attention than the ravings of a luna­ 
tic. We claim that the Express has at­ 
tempted to mislead the people as to 
who constitute a ring in this city, and 
to prove our assertion we would re­ 
quest an answer to the following que­ 
ries: Who caused the city money to 
be kept in tbe bankrupt and tottering 
bank when it was a well known fact 
that the institutiou must go to the 
wall? Did not this paper cry “ring” 
at everything and every person not 
connected with this same rotten bank­ 
ing institntion? Through tbe assur­ 
ances of this paper were not numbers 
of people inCuced to leave their all in 
those shaky vaults, to be engulfed iu 
the common ruin? It looks very much 
as if tbe ring has been broken, and 
that all we have left of it is the E x ­ 
press. 


The Lieu Land Troubles. 


This vexed question of titles which 
has recently been sprung upon our 
land holders Is one of the most exten­ 
sive and important ever raised in Cal­ 
ifornia—a State proverbial for its un­ 
settled and shifting claims and coun­ 
ter claims. 
Although the subject has 
been actively discussed since the re­ 
cent decision of Secretary C h a n d l e r , 
it is still far from being thoroughly 
understood by the great mass of peo­ 
ple who are unfamiliar with the in­ 
tricacies of the law. The question of 
the illegality of Lieu Lands will effect 
directly or indirectly an eighteenth 
part of the occupied territory of the 
State. 
According to the laws of the 
United States, tbe sixteenth and thir­ 
ty-sixth sections of each township 
were granted to the State for educa­ 
tional purposes. But it so happened 
that before California had been con­ 
stituted a member of the Uuiou much 
territory within her border had been 
disposed of iu Mexican grants. These 
grants were confirmed by special act 
of Congress aud by the treaty of Gua­ 
dalupe Hidalgo. When the State au­ 
thorities came to locating their six­ 
teenth and thirty-sixth sections it was 
discovered that many of them fell upon 
the Mexican grants. 
The two con­ 
flicting laws were finally compromis­ 
ed by “An Act passed February 26,1869 
entitled an act to authorize settlers on 
sixteenth and thirty-sixth section who 
settled 
before 
the 
final 
surveys, 
pre-empt their settlements.” 
This 
law 
gave to every 
settler on the 
educational lands, tbe privilege of lo­ 
cating an equal number of acres any­ 
where in the public domain of the 
State in lieu of his former claim. But 
It is necessary according to the rul­ 
ing of the Secretary of the Interior, 
that a government survey should pre­ 
viously have been made of the land 
covered by Mexican grant from which 
the claim was taken; upon this point 
hinges the entire question of titles as 
lately raised. While only a portion of 
tbe Lieu Lands thus located may have 
been invalid, the title of the whole 
will be clouded through imputation. 
Of the two sections coming under the 


provisions of the law in Los Angeles 
county, one was upon unclaimed pub­ 
lic laud, aud the proprietorship re­ 
mains undisputed, while the other, 
falling upon Mexican grant of course 
came under the provisions of the law 
of 1869. 
There was no system of allot- 
ing these Lieu Lands as every claim­ 
ant located wherever he could fiud a 
place that suited him; consequently 
the unsettled titles 
are 
scattered 
broadcast over the county and State. 
The Rosecrans land lying closely ad­ 
jacent to the Agricultural Park is one 
of these disputed claims. It thus 
transpires that many of these tracts 
whether honestly located or not have 
passed into the hands of third, fourth 
or fifth innocent parties by whom a 
fair equivalent was given for them. 
The lands have also greatly apprecia­ 
ted in value, some of them near this 
city being held all the way from $100 
to $200 per acre, asi ie from the im ­ 
provements which may be of greater 
or less value and of many years stand­ 
ing. It would be a manifest injustice 
to turn these valuable possessions over 
to a lot of adventurers whose only 
right is based upon the fact that they 
have erected a two-by-four shanty on 
the premises, slept there one night 
and entered a claim. An official re­ 
quest has been forwarded to the Gover­ 
nor asking him to declare these dis­ 
puted tracts public land aud, in behalf 
of the State refund the orignal pur­ 
chase money to the innocent holders 
who had possession of the land before 
it fell under the claim of the squatter. 
But it is hardly probable that this 
measure will be taken. 
In the orig­ 
inal 
claiming 
aud 
proving 
up 
of the land, the State acted only as an 
agent between the individual and the 
Government. 
It is therefore more 
reasonable to suppose that she will 
stand aside aud allow the dispute to 
be settled between the principals iu 
the transaction. A more probable rem­ 
edy is looked for in special legislation 
of Congress on the subject,quieting the 
title for the first holders of the land 
aud summarily dismissing the swarm 
of squatters. 
If some legislation of 
this kind is not secured we may look 
fora continual volume of litigation 
upon litigation for the next ten or 
twenty years. The H e r a l d holds no 
animosity to these people who have 
lately set their claims upon the prop­ 
erty in question. But we previously 
advised them in all sincerity and for 
their own good, tiiat they were throw­ 
ing away their time and wasting 
their energies upon a project which 
might turn out a myth or involve 
them in an expensive and never-end­ 
ing law-suit. 
That advice we now 
candidly and honestly repeat. 


The American Experiment. 


W ith the advancement of every 
nation in wealth and prosperity comes 
the indulgence of luxuries and atten­ 
dant vices among the people. And 
then the fall. 
All history illustrates 
this principle of political economy, 
and should warn us of the danger we 
incur when we tread upon the uncer­ 
tain ground of ojnileuce. 
Troy long 
resisted the attacks of her enemies 
while they held the field, and, at last, 
the wooden horse was brought within 
her walls amidst clamorous rejoicings 
—and proved her destruction. Thus 
while we can repel an open invasion 
or suppress an internal rebellion such 
as the world never saw before, we take 
to the heart of our government, politi­ 
cal trickery and malfeasance in office, 
bribery, corruption, and the host of at­ 
tendant evils which are proving our 
sure and speedy destruction. English 
journals are again 
discussing 
the 
“Problem” of an American free gov­ 
ernment They questioned the experi­ 
ment strongly when our existence as 
a nation began ; they tried to over­ 
ride it before the war of 1812 and they 
again worried their brains upon the 
vexed question when our civil war 
engulfed the land. 
Is our 1 experi­ 
ment” a failure ? they ask us and we 
are still called upon to answer the 
question soberly and not without our 
own misgivings. An exchange which 
has a good head for figures, gives the 
following statistics. They will prove 
interesting in this connection, and 
form an epitome of the advancement 
iu extravagance and corruption which 
has been made iu the past fifteen 
y e a rs:

From this statement, we may readily 
draw some very startling conclusions. 
Either this millstone of taxatiou must 
be removed from our necks and an 
honest administration of the public 
funds secured or odr machinery of 
government will be brought to a sud­ 
den stop. Reports of official plunder­ 
ing aud magnificent thefts have been 
drummed in our ears until we are no 
longer surprised with the last devel­ 
oped and grandest of them all.

Mephistopbeles B abcock in several 
new roles; saleofpost-traderships; the 
doubtful operations of the Delanos, 
father and son in the Interior Depart­ 
ment; remorseless plundering of the 
soldiers on the frontier posts; public 
money advanced by R o be so n, Secre­ 
tary of the Navy, to sustain the rot­ 


ten 
the 
tottering house 
of J ay 
C o o k e & Co.; recovery of six millions 
from T w e e d ; recovery of a quarter of 
a million from G e n e t ; prosecution of 
whiskey rings at various points; silk 
smuggling on a large scale; indict­ 
ment of fifteen of the Aldermen of St. 
Louis; further about the Postoflicc 
Ring; new developments in the Iudi- 
on Ring; H a i ' , e t K i l b o u r n in jail 
for a refusal to speak of the doings of 
the Washington Real Estate pool and 
a horde of other like cases and a pros- 
peet of more trooping at their heels. 
With such a record of official corrup­ 
tion before him, it would be a difficult 
task for an honest Americano to hold 
up his head in a foreign land and pro­ 
claim his government “ the best that 
the sun ever shone upon.”

The Chronicle this morning contains 
an article showing up irregularities in 
office of the surveyors of Port in re ­ 
gard to t he sample packages that come 
on every Panama steamer. There is a 
bonanza for somebody. These sam ­ 
ples contain anything and everything 
from silks to shingle nasls. They are 
placed in charge of the purser of the 
vessel and when it arrives at the 
wharf they are carted up to the head 
of the dock and left there to be taken 
to the appraisers store on the govern­ 
ment truck. 
One inspector is suppos­ 
ed to he at the head of the dock and it 
is his duty to note eacli package. In ­ 
stead of this, however, lie is usually 
out of the way, and the consequence 
is that any number of packages, some 
of them containing silk, some opium, 
and other articles on which a high du­ 
ty is due, are stored in convenient 
lockers, by any Pacific mail emplopee 
who is on the watch for an opportuni­ 
ty. There are several instances where 
packages of this kind have been dis­ 
covered by extra inquisitive inspect­ 
ors who were not iu the game stored 
away in the Pacific mail storehouse. 
Not only in this way do the samples 
escape the inspector but also in the 
way in which they are taken from the 
steamers is there a great opportunity 
for Lauds. 
Mrs. Moreno, who was so severely 
beaten by her husband, J. M. Moreno, 
about two weeks ago, is slowly recov­ 
ering, contrary to the general expec­ 
tation, and will probably be in a con­ 
dition to ajTjiear in the police court on 
Tuesday, when the case will be tried.

Defendant moved for 
arrest of judgment and a new trial. 
At first the court took grounds that 
the section in the revised statutes of 
the United States on which the first 
count was framed, relates exclusively 
to the removal of distilled sptrits to a 
warehouse provided by law, under 
charge of a government officer. That 
the distiller of grape brandy is ex­ 
pressly exempted from the provision 
to deposit in a government warehouse, 
and cannot be compelled to deposit 
his manufactures in a 
warehouse. 
Ten days stay of proceedings were 
granted. The District Attorney made 
a motion to change the form of the 
verdict which Judge Hoffman declined 
to permit, as it was necessary under 
instructions of the Circuit Judge that 
the jury should find a special verdict 
of the number of gallons removed, 
and not a general verdict of guilty or 
nor guilty.
